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Police Will Ask 
Crime Fight Help 


You can help step crime in Elk Grove 


Village. 


That will be the message the Elk 


Grove PoUce Department will try to con- 
vey to village residents in their Oper- 
ation Crime Stop campaign to begin 
Sept. 1. 


"Operation Crime Stop will be a com- 


prehensive, three-part-plan directed to 
citizens with the hope of establishing and 
maintaining an open passage of dialogue 
between the police department and the 
public it serves/' Police Chief Harry 
Jenkins said. 


"We can't do much without them," 


Sgt. William Kohnke said of the people of 
Elk Grove. 


Kohnke, who will be in charge of the 


program, stressed the need for people in 
the village to get more involved in order 
to lower the crime rate. 


"What they don't understand is that we 


need them more than they need us," he 
said, pointing out that the police can't do 
anything unless they know about • 
crime. 


THE WHOLE PROGRAM, according 


to Kohnke is aimed at informing the pub- 
lic about the police not only as a restric- 
tive group but as a service organization. 


"The dialogue will not be limited to the 


prevention of crime alone. The program 
will also be geared to bring about public 
awareness of the services the police de- 
partment provides and making the public'' 
conscious of the fact that the Elk Grove 
Police Department is a service organiza- 
tion," Chief Jenkins said. 


Kohnke explained that someone from 


the police department will be seeking in- 
vitations from organizations in the vil- 
lage to allow them to come and speak 
before their members. 


"There are many services we can offer 


people that they just don't know about," 
be said. 


HE LISTED SEVERAL counseling ser- 


vices, including one for businessmen. He 
added that there is much information 
they can provide people about proper 
lighting for homes, writing personal 
checks, and burglary protection. 


The police phone number, 437-2131, is. 


being publicized to let people know they 
can call anytime, leaving their com- 
plaint, or suspicions about a crime or 
criminal. 
' 


"We prefer that they leave their name 


but if they don't we'll still answer the 
can and check it out,' Kohnke said. He 
added that if they did not want to call, 
the department would make a post office 
box number available. 


The goals of Operation Crime Stop are 


public knowledge, expanded service and 
public support. 


The expanded services are needed, 


Kohnke said, because of the rapid growth 
of the community. 


"We must meet these demands and 


prepare for the future of the department. 
Specialization and expertise are becom- 
ing more than -necessities. We face a 
crisis in the application of law enforce- 
ment, The program is designed to renew 
that application," he said. 


Kohnke stressed, however, that the 


basic need was for public support of po- 
lice.

Citizen's Group issued a policy statement 
reinforcing their view that the suburbs 
should house families with low and mod- 
erate incomes. 


May 13 — The Arlington Estates 


Homeowner's Association held their sec- 
ond meeting and elected officers. How- 
ard Kagay was named president. 


May 20 — The Viatoriana released a 


statement listing their three obligations 
in reaching a decision on using their land 
for bousing were to their own order, to 
the community and to those who need 
bousing. 


May 24 - The Concerned Metropolitan 


.Citizen's Group held a liturgy for racial 
Justice at Horsey High School in Arling- 
ton Heights. About 100 people attended.

Girl, 16, Drowning Victim 


Topping-Off 
Fest 


Held For Workers 


Scute divers removed the drowned 


body of a Ift-year-dd girl from the bot- 
tom of Lake Briarwood in unincorpo- 
rated Mount Prospect yesterday. 


She was identified as Barbara Posln- 


ger, of 143B Redwood Drive, Mount 
BB^^B.^^ 
rrospect. 


She was found in 10 feet of water al- 


most an heur after she was reported 
drowned and was pronounced dead at 
Northwest Community Hospital at 5:14 
p.m. 


Barbara was the first drowning victim 


of the summer In Lake Briarwood and 
the third person to drown in this lake 
over the past few years. 


Last summer another girl drowned in 


Lake Briarwood under almost identical 
circumstances. 


One witness to the drowning, 15-year- 


old Jill Foster of 2826 Briarwood, told the 
Herald, "We saw both girls swimming to 
the island. We Just thought they were 
goofing around until we heard one girl 
shout and then we didn't see the other 
girl." 


Cook County police said Barbara and a 


friend of hers were swimming to an is- 
land about 150 yards from shore when 
Barbara apparently became tired about 
100 yards out and went down. 


"When we got there, there was only 


one girl and she was crying. She kept 
saying her friend went down and she 
couldn't find her," said Jill's friend, 


Becky Hanson, 12 of 2911 Briarwood, 


The girls said Barbara was a guest of 


Briarwood resident Tom Barenga, who 
lives across the street from the lake. 


Jill said, "Tom wasn't swimming when 


the girls were in the water. He and his 
friend were on the shore, and when they 
heard the noise, they Jumped in a row 
boat and started for the island." 


MRS. BETTY HANSON called Arling- 


ton Heights police at 4:05 p.m. and a 
neighbor of hers alerted the Mount Pros- 
pect Fire Department which serves the 
area. 


Immediately police and firemen from 


Das Plaines, Mount Prospect, Hoffman 
Estates, Arlington Heights and Rolling 
Meadows rushed to the scene.

is supervising overall construction for his 
daughter, Mrs. Irma Kerstin. When the 
last beam was on the roof, he fashioned 
a "crown of flowers" and greenery as a 
good luck charm for the top of the house. 


The modern Japanese architecture of 


the house was an interesting contrast to 
the good German meal prepared by Mrs. 
Kerstin — zesty Polish sausage, sauer- 
kraut, rye bread, potato chips, and of 


• course, cold beer. 


."Something like this makes a house 


more .personal," Mrs. Kerstin noted, 
while admitting that'about half of the 
men asked "what's that?" .in response to 
her invitation. 


Massel describes the "topping off" 


party as "an old fashioned-house raising 
custom from when people were so- 
ciable." 


Richard Janke of Roselte, the carpen- 


ter contractor, was among those few who 
had attended this type party before, but 
not in the suburbs. Janke came to the 
states from Germany 15 years ago. 


Keeping "the flies out of his beer" in 


an old covered mug, Massel explained 
that when skyscrapers an "topped off' 
in the city, the party is usually "for the 
people who an paying for the building.'' 


DONALD KBR8TW, twenty years a 


wholesale milkman for Hawthorn Mello- 
dy, inspected the progress being made on 
the home, 530 Ruskra, and 'pointed 
through the large spaces toft for sliding 
glass doors and picture windows to the 
open land sumundmg his site.

Boys in Elk Grove Village hit homers, 


slid into base and experienced the thrill 
of competition this summer and it cost 
$16,000. 


The 1,100 boys aged 8 to 17 were mem- 


bers of the ten-year-old Elk Grove Boys 
Baseball three-month program. Each 
year more players fin the baseball dia- 
monds and each year the cost to run the 
program goes up. 


Soon a year-end financial report will be 


presented to the board of directors of the 
not-for-profit corporation behind the or- 
ganized baseball program. Then, with an 
anticipated increase in participants, the 
board will decide just how the program 
will be financed next year. 


The board is elected by and from 


members of Elk Grove Boys Baseball. 
Team coaches and managers are mem- 
bers and the father of each player be- 
comes one automatically when his son 
registers. 


"WE WENT UP 200 boys this year and 


since the village is growing, we antici- 
pate an increase of about 150 boys," said 
Mrs. Frank Van Dyke, spokesman for 
the program. 


She said for each additional 15 boys 


who register for the program, a new 
team is created and uniforms and equip- 
ment must be financed. This season, 
from May to the end of July, 77 teams 
participated in 600 games. 


About $9,000 for the bulk of this year's 


budget came from players' registration 
fees. The first boy in each family paid 
$12, the second paid $9 and each addi- 
tional boy paid $3. These fees have re- 
mained stable for the last three years, 
but Mrs. Van Dyke said she cannot be 
sure what they will be for next year until 
the board examines the budget. 


SHE SAID THE fees cover insurance, 


new hat and part of uniform rental costs, 
but do not pay for the entire program. 


About $5,000 came from donations from 


businesses that sponsored 27 of the teams 
this summer. About $2,000 was obtained 
by the sale of baseball decab to resi- 
dents by the boys and a $500 profit was 
made on the annual dinner-dance the 
program sponsors. 


Mrs. Van Dyke said the organization 


does not operate on a deficit. 


Equipment costs totaled $9,000 this 


year. The biggest part of the expense 
went to furnishing the players with a 
complete uniform. The teams take turns 
receiving new uniforms every four years. 


Other equipment expenses were $1,200 


for new caps for players and managers, 
$1,000 for bats and balls and $1,100 for 
umpire fees. Each team is supplied with 
bats, balls, catcher's equipment, score- 
books, rule books, first aid kits, equip- 
ment bags and helmets.

This program, attended by 
M edacatora, counselors, taachen and 
students from 13 states, was funded by a 
83.1 mUtton fsderal grant. 


The program's purpose, according to 


the designers of the four-weak, course, 


was to provide an authentic" under- 
standing of the drag sttuatkn; to provide 
techniques for changing behavior and at- 
titudes; to inform about drugs, drug edu- 
cation and resources, and to provide 
training for analysing local drug situ- 
ations. 


Miss Pinillo said bar own attitudes on 


drugs weren't changed by the program. 
Elk Grove High School has a drug prob- 
lem she said, and she had come Into con- 
tact and knows people who use drugs. 
"I'm not afraid of drags. They don't 
scare me," she said. 


She said she found the program "very 


worthwhile" because it was "not the 
same dull, old Information about drugs." 


THE PROGRAM TOOK a unique stand 


on drugs. It neither condemned nor ap- 
proved of them. "They told the pros and 


. the cons, and gave us the facts." 


The two sides are that either drugs are 


an evil, or that we really don't know that 
much about them, she said. 


X% "Most drugs aren't harmful unless 


abused," she said. "A man can drink 
heivily''and not be a drunk. He can use 
the drink. Another can drink heavily and 
abuse tbe-drug by using it to escape real- 
ity."

Many current drug programs make the 


mistake of using scare tactics, she said. 
They fhew extreme 'eases, such as a 
marijuana-user committing suicide. 


"When kids find oik that the scary 


stories aren't all true, they reject the ar- 
guments against drugs, uta&x," she

The Way We See It 
Census 'Political9 


For yean, politicians, news- 


papers and population analysts 
have been predicting that the sub- 
urbs would one day be the dwelling 
place for most Americans. 


This year, it appears as though 


that prediction has materialized. 


Final figures for the 1970 Federal 


Census are not yet known, but ear-, 
ly figures show more Americans 
living in the suburbs this year than 
lirthe cities which they surround. 


This trend has been of particular 


interest to the political parties. In 
1970, ft seems certain that the sub- 
urbs — especially In Illinois — will 
determine the outcome of major 
elections. 


The Northwest suburbs of Chi- 


cago provide an excellent example. 


Traditionally Republican, they 


have frequently been considered a 
lost cause by the Democratic Par- 
ty which has concentrated its Cook 
County efforts In Chicago. 


That isn't the case in 1970. 
Democratic candidates for two of 


the state's three contested offices 
this year have already waged vig- 
orous campaigns in the Northwest 
suburbs and plan to continue their 
suburban activities in the remain- 
ing months of the campaign. 


Prospectus 


Adlai E. Stevenson III, the par- 


ty's candidate for United States 
Senator, has been telling North- 
west suburban Democrats that 
they live "in the battleground of 
the 1970 elections." 


Stevenson has made a half-dozen 


visits to this area already, more 
than many Democrats have done 
in an entire campaign, and his run- 
ning-mate, Michael J. Bakalis, has 
already spent three full days cam- 
paigning just in the Northwest sub- 
urbs in his race for state superin- 
tendent of public instruction. 


Nothing could be greater recog- 


nition of the suburban voter than to 
have the candidates realize the Im- 
portance of his vote. 


With this new Importance there 


is a serious obligation for subur- 
banites too. 


For the political parties In the 


suburbs, there will be a need for a 
new responsiveness. 


The Republican Party, so suc- 


cessful in the suburbs, must re- 
member not to take that success 
for granted. With an influx of thou- 
sands of new voters every year, 
the party must continue to offer 
the best possible candidates and, if 
it is to continue its success, it must 


be on the merits of the party and 
not because of previous voting pat- 
terns. 


And the Democratic Party must 


finally realize that It win have to 
become strong in the suburbs If It 
is to survive. Reliance on the city 
for votes won't work if the popo* 
latkm is moving to the suburbs. It 
will take a long, hard effort by the 
Democratic Party to move itself 
into a position of strength in the 
suburbs. 


But the biggest challenge of all 


falls on the shoulders of the subur- 
ban electorate. If, as the trends in- 
dicate, the suburban voter is going 
to outnumber his city and rural 
counterpart, he has a very real ob- 
ligation to carefully and con- 
scientiously exercise his voting 
franchise. 


Voting records in the suburbs in 


recent years have not shown that 
he does accept the responsibility. 
Voter turnouts of well under BO per 
cent in some major elections have 
been the rule, rather than the ex- 
ception. 


The candidates already have rec- 


ognized the importance of the sub- 
urban voter. Now the voter himself 
must recognize both his impor- 
tance and bis responsibility.

Little Walter "Buddy" Skowron ran 


Into a streak of bad luck a couple of 
years ago. 


He was always a pretty healthy boy. 


An outdoonunan, he used to boast that he 
could climb a rope without using his 
legs. He was that strong. 


Since he was five yean old, the Mount 


Prospect youngster had problems with 
his kidneys But It didn't flow him down 
very much. He still wat larger and 
stronger than most boys nil age. 


THEN, ABOUT TWO years ago, when 


he was 13, his kidneys stopped function- 
ing entirely, and they had to come out.

Last December I went to see Buddy at

I found a small boy with fine, dry hair 


and a sallow complexion which cam- 
ouflaged what freckles he had. He was 
terribly thin, and his once-strong arms 
were long and narrow. 


He was sitting on the carpeted living 


room floor at the home of Mrs. Arline

Braun at 909 Elmdale Rd., surrounded 
and dwarfed by large cartons of Betty 
Crocker coupons. 


THE COUPONS WERE part of a proj- 


ect undertaken by the Des Plaines Valley 
chapter of the National Camper* and 
Hiker* Association in cooperation with 
the Kidney Foundation of Illinois. 


Mrs. Braun, chairman of the local 


chapter, hoped to exchange the coupons 
for money to finance a kidney detection 
program. She ii still collecting them to- 
day. 


Buddy, who fully realized the program 


would not have helped him, had a child- 
like hope that others would not have to 
suffer at he had. 


Tired from a lack of blood and sched- 


uled to go through dialysis that evening, 
Buddy nevertbetew maneuvered around 
the large boxes on the directions of an 
Associated Press photographer doing a 


piece on the detection campaign. 


Totally deaf as a result of medication 


administered after an operation, Buddy 
obediently answered questions written on 
a pad of paper. He answered the ques- 
tions mechanically, aa If he'd been an- 
swering the same questions all his life. 


"I would like to have a girl friend," he 


aaid. "All the other guys at school have 
girl friends, and they talk about them an 
the time. What do I do but ait and listen 
— watch. I've never had a girl friend so 
I don"t know if I like girls or not. 


"Things botiier me like my arms and 


legs and my back. They itch. When 
morning comet, everything goes away 
and I can steep. 


"I really didn't like baseball or football 


that much, but I liked to flah and go 
camping and I like to catch bugs and 
Injects." 


BUDDY'S CONVERSATION consisted 


mainly of memories. He expressed pride 
in things he once did that other young- 
sters take for granted. Like walking 
mite* and mites, climbing trees, bowling 
and riding a bicycle. 


He had a dream that be could once 


again do those things moat other young- 
sters take for granted. He kept that 
dream until be died two weeks ago after 
turning IS.

. "I can give two haircuts in the time it 
takes to give one shave," said Don Mark- 
in, 27, of Sorrentino's Barber Shop in Ar- 
lington Height*. 


But still, the smoothest, cleanest shave 


you'll ever get will be in a barber's 
chair. And what a shave it is! 


"ACVTALLY, IT'S ONE of the most 


relaxing things you can do. It'll lift you 
op, when you feel down. And if you're 
suffering from a hangover, it's a sure 
cure," said Don. 


I can attest to that. Don shaved me 


last week and It was the closest shave 
I've ever had. 
' I didn't have a hangover, or even feel 
down In the dumps, but I felt better. 


No pull. No nubs. From cheek to chin 


my skin was smooth as a baby's behind. 


Barbers today don't get the demand 


for giving shaves they used to get. Fifty 
years ago, farmers here would come to 
town on Saturday morning and head 
straight for the barber shop. They 
came not for a haircut, but for a shave. 


It was the only shave they got all 


week. 


CARMET SORRENTINO. 29, owner of 


the'shop, said he gets calls for shaves 
only three or four times a year now. And 
he's been in the bartering business for 
over 10 years. 


"We used to give 15 to 20 shaves a day 


in barber college. Now we hardly give 
any. But we enjoy giving shaves if for no 
other reason than it keeps us in practice. 
You can lose your touch if you don't do 
It for a long time," he said. 


The shave Don gave me didn't pull a 


bit, but I could hear the whiskers being 
lopped off, one by one, as he glided his 
straight razor over my face from ear to 
ear. 


There are stories about men having 


their faces cut and ears almost severed 
by barbers, but these yarns can be at- 
tributed mostly to careless amateurs. 


Carmen said the present owner of the 


Chicago Barber College, a fellow named 
Joe, holds the world's record for giving 
a fast shave. 


HE DID IT in 18 seconds! 
Don took his time. 
He took 35 minutes and I felt much 


safer. 


When he's in practice, he -says he can 


do it in IS to 20 minutes.

The reason barbers can give cleaner 


shavei than men using conventional elec- 
tric or safety razors Is because they are 
able to stretch the facial skin and whack 
off the nubs closer to the surface. 


"I had one guy in here a week ago who 


stuck -his head in the door and asked if 
we gave shaves. I told him we did and he 
said he'd be back after he had a few 
drinks. 


"Well, he came back loaded and I 


shaved him. But the fumes from his 
breath almost knocked me over," said 
Don. 
. Most men don't have the time or mon- 
ey for a daily shave in a barber shop. 


BUT DON SAID you don't necessarily 


need a shave daily. He claims even 
someone with a heavy beard won't have 
to shave for a couple of days, after he's 
through with him. 


And I believe him. 
Shaving, indeed, is a daily ritual. But 


at home, it isn't nearly so relaxing or 
tune consuming as in a barber's chair. 


I wondered why it takes so long and 


soon found out.. 


First, after you've stepped into the 


chair, the barber will lay you out paral- 
led with the floor. 


Next, a steaming hot towel is applied 


to your face. It's supposed to soften your 
beard. And it does. The towel is wrapped 
around under your chin and covers your 
entire face, except for your nose and 
mouth, so you can breathe. 


In a few moments, another piping hot 


towel is applied and then the shaving 
cream is put on. 


FOLLOWING THIS, another hot towel 


is wrapped around your face and this is 
one of the moat relaxing moments of the 
day. 


When it is unwrapped, you are ready 


to be shaved. 
' • 


Before he began, Don cautioned me not 


to laugh or talk while he was shaving me 
and added that he would be stretching 
my skin. 


Most men go through several facial 


contortions in the bathroom mirror each 
morning, before leaving for work, while 
shaving those hard-to-get-at spots on 
their face. 


Carmen said shaving around the chin 


is the most difficult area, especially for 
men with jutting jaws or cleft chins. 


Another difficulty they run into, but 


claim they can handle, is persons with 
acne. "You just have to be more careful 
when, you're shaving one of them," said 
Don. 


DON SCRAPED MY face clean, from 


left to right, asking every now and' then 
if the razor pulled. But it didn't. It was 
sharp. 
. 


After this he rubbed a mentholated 


vanishing cream over my face and gent- 
ly massaged it. It felt good. He pulled 
and pushed on my head and I felt like 
my neck belonged to a turtle who 
couldn't decide whether to crawl into his 
shell or stretch out and see what's going 
on. 


After this, he cleaned the skin and put 


on a shaving lotion. 


It tingled, the way shaving lotion does, 


especially after a close one. But it 
smelled good and cooled the skin. 


The price of a shave has gone up, but 


it will make you feel just as good as it 
did SO years ago, and perhaps better. 


Barbers now are using replaceable 


blades in their straight razors. The aver- 
age Made life is two days, But they still 
use the old leather strap to sharpen it, 
which has a rough and a smooth side for 
boning the blade to a fine edge. 


Thirty-five minutes later, the chair 


was raised and I was done. It was like 
coming out of a deep sleep. 


"Feel okay?" Don asked. 


• "GREAT," I SAID, rubbing the back 
of my hand over my chin, 


"You can tell me if it pulled. I need 


the practice. Did it?" he asked again. 


"No, it feels great. Closest shave I 


ever had," I said. 


And it was. 
A professional shave. It will make you

DANA COULD NOT be reached yester- 


day, but developers are reportedly inter- 
ested in building low-income housing 
apartments through government financ- 
ing. 


The 40-acre tract it the eastern edge of / 


the industrial land fronts Wise Road near 
Meadow KnoDi. 


Atcher said he did not know specifi- 


cally what type of federally subsidized 
plant the developers had in mind, but 
some new federal plans assure "quality 


construction as well as an adequate tax 
base." 


The Housing and Urban Development 


(HUD) through FHA offers low interest 
loans to build low-income housing. 


In the new HUD-FHA program, the 


residents in such projects must earn be- 
tween $6,000 and $}2,000 a year, Atcher 
said. In addition, the residents must be ' 
employed in the municipality tbjt the 
apartments are located in. • 


IF THE TAXES paid by the apartment 


project do not equal the cost of educating 
the children the project sends to the local 
schools, the difference is made up, At- 
cher said Thus the projects are not tax 
burdens for local residents. 


The 40-acres are now zoned for manu- 


facturing and before any residential 
uriits could be built on the site, the devel- 
opers would have to appear at a public 
hearing before the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals and receive the subsequent approv- 
al of the village board. 


Schaumburg-Centex is bounded by Ir- 


ving Park Road on the south, Wise Road 
on the north, Rodenburg Road on the 
west and Washington Street on the east. 


Though sites have been sold in the 


park, development has not started. De- 
velopment of the $200-minion park is ex- 
pected to be completed by 1979.

In this week's "Opinions, Please" 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove residents 
were asked to talk about their memories 
of the war. 


"What I remember moet Is not being 


able to get meat, sugar, sheets, towels 
and other household goods," said MRS. 
JOHN T. PEZDEK, 186-3E Wildwood 
Wheeling. "We made cake with honey In- 
stead of sugar." Mrs. Pexdek also re- 
members waiting for her husband to get 
out of tb* service. 


RONALD 1. RANK, 147 E. Dennis Rd., 


Wheeling, was stationed in Europe and 
remembers Victory In Europe Day very 
well. "We wen sitting in a cellar in an 
abandoned farmhouse because the Rus- 
sians wan having a victory celebration 
not far away. They were all drunk and 
firing machine guns," he said. 


"ALSO remember the news Hashes of 


every victory. The girls wen kissing ev- 
eryone to Tlmea Square, and I was 
jealous because I wiahed I was there," 
he said. 


"My husband had served and I was 


waiting for him to come home," said 
MRS. EDWARD SHEPPARD, 306 Ber- 
nard Dr., Buffalo Grove. "At the age we 
were at, my stater and I wen romanti- 
cally Inclined when it came to seeing sol- 
diers around all the time," she said. "My 
mother used to bring boys (soldiers) 
home that didn't have a place to stay, 
and we slept ou the couch or floor." 


Mrs. Sheppard said she also remem- 


bers the traffic Jams. "People wen out 
celebrating, riding around in can," ah* 
added. 


"MY MOTHER liked to sew," she 


added, "ao I remember the difficulty we 
had getting brown material and flannel." 


EARL A. WALDOCH, 339 Forest PL, 


Buffalo Grove, was among the tint 
troops In Japan. "I remember the Japa- 
nese flag still flying In to* airport. Then 
nmember the lowering of that flag, 
when the U.S. flag was raised. It was 
quite a thing to see," be said. "I think it 
waa one of the gnat things in my life." 


"When tha war ended my tint problem 


waa when my husband and I were going 
to find an apartment. They didn't have 
hardly any then," said MRS. GROVER

"But the wont part of the war was mist- 
ing my husband, who was In New 
Guinea." 


Mrs. Kaeeel added that besides ration- 


Ing on household goods and clothing, 
suburbia seemed fairly quiet.

An upcoming meeting between the 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove Perk Dis- 
tricts could result in a greater variety of 
programs being offered to residents of 
the two districts. 


Ferd Arndt, Wheeling Park District su- 


perintendent, said, "We have talked of 
cooperation between the two park dis- 
tricts at our board meetings." 


Arndt explained how the cooperation

Ferd Arndt, Wheeling Park District su-

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Board Schedules Tax Rate Discussion 1 


TtM Palatine Village Board was sched- 


uled to dtecuM the proposed 1970 Tax 
Levy Ordinance last night which calls for 
a tax rate saerMae of 7ft cent* per 1100 
of assessed valuation. 


The tax worksheet, prepared by Vil- 


lage May. Berton G. Braun, shows a tax 
rate of 86.84 cents for 1970 compared 
with the 48.9 cent rate for 1960. 


The rate, which must first be adopted 


at the board's Aug. 24 meeting, will be 
collected next spring. 


Braun also pointed out that there Is 


still a deficiency of more than 149,000 in 
the refuse collection fund. The deficit Is 
a result of the conversion to the new gar- 
bage collection system in which the vil- 


lage provided free garbage bags and 
holders to residents. 


SOME PROVISION must be made to 


revor • that deficincy either through a 
tax levy or through an increase in the 
customer service charge, Braun said. 


The greatest increase in the rate 


comes from the library fund. The pro- 
posed 23 cent per $100 of assessed valu- 
ation is three cents higher than last 
year's rate. The-library rate is set by the 
library board. 


In a memo to the village board, Braun 


said the tax rates are based on an as- 
sumption that the village's assessed 
valuation will be 192 million in 1970 as 
compared to the $84 million in I960. 


The estimate is based on an average 


increase of about 10 per cent hi assessed 
valuation over the last four years and 
also considered the recent building de- 
cline in the Palatine area, Braun said. 


Here is how Braun explained the 


breakdown of the tax rate: 


"THE AMOUNT SHOWN for the Gen- 


eral Fund is based on an assumption that 
the General Fund Tax rate should be 
held to the present level of 15 cents." 
Last year the tax in the General Fund 
was 15.09 cents. 


For bonds and interest a rate of 4.06 


cents is shown. The 1969 rate was 2.36 
cents. "This rate is developed from the 
figure needed to pay principal and inter- 


est on the library addition bonds, fire 
station's bonds and the 1970 Judgment 
Funding Bonds." The 1.7 cent increase is 
due to the Judgment Funding Bonds, he 
said. The village was ordered last month 
to issue 145,000 worth of bonds to pay 
holders of special assessment bonds is- 
sued in the 1920s. The court ruled that 
the village failed to pay back bond- 
holders of the special assessment bonds 
in the appropriate manner. 


The library rate shows an increase 


from 20 to 23 cents. Braun told the board 
recent action of the State Legislature 
allowed the increase in the library's 
maximum tax levy. 


"The reason in the statute for the 


change was to compensate libraries for 
reductions in the general property tax 
base as a result of personal property and 
homestead exemptions," Braun said. 


THE MUNICIPAL Retirement Funding 


rate shows an increase of 2.8 cents from 
6.75 cents to 9.58 cents. "This additional 
amount will be necessary not only to cov- 
er additional retirement cost due to sala- 
ry increases in the last year, but also to 
make up a deficiency in the local retire- 
ment fund accounts," he said. 


The social security rate will increase 


one-half cent in the rate while the tax 
levy for school crossing guards will re- . 
main at about the same level of 1.5 cents 
as in 1969. The civil defense rate will be 


sevn-tenths of a cent for 1970 compared 
with eight-tenths for this year. 


To place the tax levy in perspective, 


Braun said, "It should be noted that a 
house with an assessed valuation v of 
$10,000 today pays a total of $49 per year 
for all municipal services from the vil- 
lage, $20 of which is going to support the 
public library." 


THE PROPOSED levy will increase 


the annual cost to about $56.50 of which 
$23 will be going to support the library. 


"I do not feel that village tax rates are 


in any way excessive nor do I feel that 
such an increase in the general property 
tax would be unjustified," he said.

In a memo to the village board, Village

IN ADDITION he said the site plan as 


submitted does not make provision for 
the dedication of 17 feet on Smith Street 
and 17 feet on Colfax Street for the 132- 
foot length of property-on each side of 
the facility. 


This property is necessary to give the 


village full width right of ways on both 
streets in conformity of the dedication 
previously made by L. F. Draper for the 
balance of the property, Braun said. 
Draper is the developer who is building 


the new railroad depot and trans- 
portation center. 


If appropriate fencing is built around 


the facility, Braun said, then a driver 
could enter the facility through the vil- 
lage lot but would have to go around the 
block to get back into the lot after be left 
the drive-in bank. 


Braun said he thought traffic flow pat- 


ters would have to be worked out before 
the village could issue a building permit 
to the bank.

Housing Issue 
History Listed 


One of the major stories this year in 


Arlington Heights and the Northwest sub- 
urbs has been the request of a citizen's 
group to use Viatorian Order land in Ar- 
lington Heights for low and moderate in- 
come housing.

The 
group was united in its effort to prevent 
multiple family zoning on the Viatorian

April 30 — The Concerned Metropolitan 


Citizen's Group issued a policy statement 
reinforcing their view that the suburbs 
should house families with low and mod- 
erate incomes 


May 13 — The Arlington Estates 


Homeowner's Association held then* sec- 
ond meeting and elected officers. How- 
ard Kagay was named president. 


May 20 — The Viatorians released a 


statement listing their three obligations 
'in reaching a decision on using their land 
for housing were to their own order, to 
the community and to those who need 
housing 


May 24 — The Concerned Metropolitan 


Citizen's Group held a liturgy for racial 
justice at Mersey High School in Arling- 
ton Heights. About 100 people attended. 


JUNE U — The Viatorians announced 


they would use IS acres of their land for 
low and moderate income bousing. 


July 10 — The Concerned Metropolitan 


Citizen's Group announced the criteria to 
be considered in the Viator housing. The 
Rev. Cahill later said he fett the criteria 
shouldn't have been offered by the group. 


Jury 12 - Local citizens marched from 


Elk Grove Village to Arlington Heights to 
dramatize the need for housing.

All Cyclamates Banned After Sept. 1 


Diabetics will not be able to get foods, 


containing cyclamates after Sept 1, but 
the effect on their diets will probably not 
be too serious. 


"Some patients who have depended on 


'these foods will need help to readjust, 
but it was perfect possible to control dia- 
betes before we had cyclamates," Dr. 
Colette Rasmussen of the Cook County 
Public Health Department said. 


Cyclamate, the artificial sweetener, 


was banned from soft drinks in January, 
but other foods containing it remained on 
the market, 


Sept. 1, all canned fruits and vege- 


tables, fruit and vegetable juices, mixes 
for lemonade and fruit drinks and iced 
tea with cyclamates will be removed 
from store shelves. 


These foods had originally remained on 


the market because the U.S. -Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) ruled they 
were beneficial to diabetics and over- 
weight persons. This ruling has now been 
changed by the FDA, 


THE CHANGE, according to Rasmus- 


sen, will cause only temporary problems 
for diabetics. "Under medical advice an 
excellent and varied diet can > be planned 
for diabetics," she said. 


She added the problem for diabetics is 


total intake of carbohydrates and "they 
have to learn that carbohydrates are not 
poison, but simply something to'be con- 
trolled." 


Cyclamates were useful because they 


contained no carbohydrates and did not 
have to be figured into regular food 
counts, she said. 


Ruth Snub, director of dietetics, at 


Northwest Community hospital, said she 
anticipated no difficulty in the transition.: 


The hospital has 10 to 15 diabetic 


patients a day, she said, but has not been 
buying any fruits or vegetables with arti- 
ficial sweeteners for months. 


"We use more fresh fruit and fruits 


packed in juice instead of water, so they 
have nothing artificial in them." 


Mrs. Shub and Rasmussen also said 


they believe new, low-calorie foods suit- 
able for diabetics will be developed in 
•time.',;'

Propose Change In Sewage Plan 


Members of the Mount Prospect Clean 


Streams and Water Commission want the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) to 
change its stand on a proposed sewage 
treatment plant and retention basin for 
Mount Prospect. 


"Currently the status of the proposal is 


In abeyance with the MSD because the 
MSD wants us to buy the land (for the 
treatment plant) first. Then they will 
consider spending $3& million for the 
plant and basin, said Robert Klovstad, 
chairman of the commission. Total cost 


of the plant and basin is between $7 and 
$8 million. The remainder of the funds 
will have to come from cources other 
than the MSD. 


"We plan to explore ways of getting 


the MSD to move on, this matter at our 
next meeting, as early as sometime this 
week," Klovstad said. 


"OFFICIALS FROM the village in- 


cluding the mayor, village engineer and 
commission members met with MSD of- 
ficials last spring at which time we 
asked them what was the status of the 


project. It had been submitted to them a 
year and a half prior to that meeting," 
Klvstad said. It was at that meeting 
chat MSD officials told the village to se- 
cure the necessary land before they 
would consider spending the $3V4 million. 


At a clean streams commission meet- 


ing last week Klovstad criticized the 
MSD for its apparent lack of action on 
the matter. He also said, "To tell us to 
buy the land before getting a com- 
mitment from them is unrealistic." Cost 
of the proposed site has been estimated 


to be about $1.2 million. 


The sewage treatment plant and the 


retention basin is part of a plan to con- 
trol and treat water flowing into Weller 
Creek. Also part of the over-all plan is 
the widening of Weller Creek. That proj- 
ect, too, has been' held up. The state is 
supplying the funds and supervising that 
project. However, certain difficulties 
with the plans for the project have 
forced the starting date to be moved 
back. Those difficulties have not yet been 
worked out

One witness to the drowning, 15-year- 


old Jill Foster of 2826 Briarwood, told the 
Herald, "We saw both girls swimming to 
the island. We just thought they were 
goofing around until we heard one girl 
shout and then we didn't see the other 
girl." 


Cook County poh'ce said Barbara and a 


friend of hers were swimming to an is- 
land about ISO yards from shore when 
Barbara apparently became tired about 
100 yards out and went down. 


"When we got there, there was only 


one girl and she was crying. She kept 
saying her friend went down and she 
couldn't find her," said Jill's friend, 
Becky Hanson, 12 of 2911 Briarwood. 


The girls said Barbara was a guest of 


Briarwood resident Tom Barenga, who 
lives across the street from the lake. 


Jill said, "Tom wasn't swimming when 


the girls were in the water. He and his 
frifnd were on the shore, and when they 
heard the noise, they jumped in a row 
boat and started for the island." 


MRS. BETTY HANSON called Arling- 


ton Heights police at 4:05 p.m. and a 
neighbor of hers alerted the Mount Pros- 
pect Fire Department which serves the 
area. 


Immediately police and firemen from 


Des Plaines, Mount Prospect, Hoffman 
Estates, Arlington Heights and Rolling 
Meadows rushed to the scene. 


Scuba divers found the lake very hard 


to work in due to the excessive mud in 
the water. One man said he couldn't see 
two feet in front of him. 


Guy Karm, an Arlington Heights po- 


liceman found Barbara's body shortly 
before 5 p.m. Karm participated in the 
search, but came on crutches due to an 
auto accident which broke his pelvis 
about a month ago.

Wheeling Township's Republican hier- 


archy confessed two trade secrets Satur- 
day morning: they don't keep telephone 
numbers of Democratic voters and they 
realize that voters don't read the deluge 
of campaign literature they receive ev- 
ery election year.

All Cyclamates Banned After Sept. 1 
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Diabetics will not be able to get foods 


containing cyclamates after Sept. 1, but 
the effect on their diets will probably not 
be too serious. 


1'Some patients who have.depended on 


these foods will need help to readjust, 
. but it was perfect possible to control dia- 
betes before we had cyclamates," Dr. 
Colette Rasmussen of the Cook County 
Public Health Department said, 


Cyclamate, ,tne artificial, sweetener,^ 


was banned from soft drinks in January, 
but other foods containing it remained'oh 
the market. 


Sept. 1, all canned fruits and vege- 


tables, fruit and vegetable juices, mixes 
for lemonade and fruit drinks and iced 
tea wtthl cyclamates will be removed 
from store shelves. 


These foods had originally remained on 


the market because the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) ruled they 
were beneficial to diabetics and over- 
weight persons., This ruling has now been 
changed by the FDA. 


THE CHANGE, according to Rasmus- 


sen, will cause only temporary problems 
for diabetics. "Under medical advice an 
excellent and varied diet can be planned 
for diabetics," she said. 


She added the problem for diabetics is 


total intake of carbohydrates and "they 
have to learn that carbohydrates are not 
poison, but simply something to be con- 
trolled." 


Cyclamates were useful because they 


contained no carbohydrates and did not 
have to be figured into regular food 
counts, she said. 


Ruth Shub, director of dietetics at 


Northwest Community Hospital, said she 
anticipated no difficulty in the transition. 


The hospital has 10 to 15 diabetic 


patients;* day, she said, but has not been 
buying 'any fruits or vegetables with arti- 
ficial sweeteners for months. 


"We use more fresh fruit and fruits 


packed in juice instead of water, so they 
have nothing artificial in them. " 


Mrs. Shub and Rasmussen also said 


.they believe new,, tow-calorie foods suit- 
able for diabetics will be developed in

"It may take some research," Mrs.

Cows, cornfields and hills are plentiful 


in Wisconsin. 


From a bicycle, the cows and corn- 


fields are enjoyable for just about one 
day, and die 'hills get steeper and 
steeper.

Barbara was the first drowning victim 


of the summer In Lake Briarwood and 
the third person to drown in this lake 
over the past four years. 


Last summer another girl drowned in 


Lake Briarwood under almost identical 
circumstances. 


One witness to the drowning, 15-year- 


old Jill Foster of 2826 Briarwood, told the 
Herald, "We saw both girls swimming to 
the island. We just thought they were 
goofing around until we heard one girl 
shout and then we didn't see the other 
girl." 


Cook County police said Barbara and a 


friend of hers were swimming to an is- 
land about ISO yards from shore when 
Barbara apparently became tired about

"When we got there, there was only 


one girl and she was crying. She kept 
saying her friend went down and she 
couldn't find her," said Jill's friend, 
Becky Hanson, 12 of 2»11 Briarwood. 


The girls said Barbara was a guest of 


Briarwood resident Tom Barenga, who 
lives across the street from the lake 


Jill said, "Tom wasn't swimming when 


the girls were in the water. He and bis 
friend were on the shore, and when they 
heard the noise, they jumped in a row 
boat and started for the island " 


MRS. BETTY HANSON called Arling- 


ton Heights police at 4:05 p.m. and a 
neighbor of hers alerted the Mount Pros- 
pect Fire Department which serves the 
area. 


Immediately police and firemen from

Most Arlington Heights stores are not

"I would anticipate 
that the stores won't arbitrarily pull it 
off the shelves before tie Sept. 1 dead- 
line." 


The Jewel spokesman said he didn't 


expect any loss in revenues because of 
the FDA ruling. 


"It's not a sales volume question," he

"We urge the board to meet with us on 


an emergency basis so that a full agree- 
ment can be presented to the teachers 
upon their return in the'fall."

patients a day, she said, but has not been 
buying any fruits or vegetables with arti- 
ficial sweeteners for months. 


"We use more fresh fruit and fruits 


packed in juice instead of water, so they 
have nothing artificial in them." 


Mrs Shub and Rasmussen also said 


they believe new, low-calorie foods suit- 
able for diabetics will be developed in 
time. 


"It may take some research," Mrs. 


Shub said, "but I think it will come."

"They're banning cyclamates because 


they cause cancer, but you don't see 
them pulling cigarettes off the shelf," he 
said. "It has more to do with the sugar 
industry making money than with health 
welfare. They've been using cyclamates 
for years and years." 


Jarvis expects a temporary loss in rev- 


enue because of the ruling, but said 
someone will come up with a substitute 
product.

"1 can give two haircuts in the time it 


takes to give one shave," said Don Mark- 
ui, 27, of Sorrentino's Barber Shop in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


But still, the smoothest, cleanest shave 


you'll ever get will be in a barber's 
chair. And what a shave it is! 


"ACUTALLY, IT'S ONE of the most 


relaxing things you can do. It'll lift you 
up, when you feel down. And if you're 
suffering from a hangover, it's a sure 
cure," said Don. 


I can attest to that. Don shaved me 


last week and it was the closest shave 
I've ever had, 


I didn't have a hangover, or even feel 


down in the dumps, but I felt better. 


No pull. No nubs. From cheek to chin 


my skin was smooth as a baby's behind. 


Barbers today don't get the demand 


for giving shaves they used to get. Fifty 
years ago, fanners here would come to 
town on Saturday morning and head 
straight for the barber shop. They 
came not for a haircut, but for a shave. 


It was the only shave they got all 


week. 


CARMET SORRENTINO, 29, .owner of 


the shop, said he gets calls for shaves 
only three or four times a year now. And 
he's been in the barbering business for 
over 10 years. . 


"We used to give IS to 20 shaves a day 


in barber college. Now we hardly give 
any. But we enjoy giving shaves if for no 
other reason than it keeps us in practice. 
You can lose your touch if you don't do 
it for a long time," he said. 


The shave Don gave me didn't pull a 


bit, but I could hear the whiskers being 
lopped off, one by one, as he glided his 
straight razor over my face from ear to 
ear. 


There are stories about men having 


their faces cut and ears almost severed 
by barbers, but these yarns can be at- 
tributed mostly to careless amateurs. 


Carmen said the present owner of the 


Chicago Barber College, a fellow named 
Joe, holds the world's record for giving 
a fast shave. 


HE DID IT in 18 seconds. 
Don took his time. 
He took 35 minutes and I felt much 


safer. 


When he's in practice, he says he can 


do it in IS to 20 minutes.

shaves than men using conventional elec- 
tric or safety razors is because they are 
able to stretch the facial skin and whack 
off the nubs closer to the surface. 


"I had one guy in here a week ago who 


stuck his bead in the door ,81x1 asked if 
we gave shaves. I told him we did and he 
said he'd be back after he had a few 
drinks. 


"Well, he came back loaded and I 


shaved him. But the fumes from his 
breath almost knocked me over," said 
Don.

Most men don't have the time or mon- 


ey for a dally shave in a barber shop. 


BUT DON SAID you don't necessarily 


need a shave daily. He claims even 
someone with a heavy beard won't have 
to shave for a couple of days, after he's 
through with him. ' 


And I believe him. 
Shaving, indeed, is a daily ritual. But 


at home, it isn't nearly so relaxing or, 
time consuming as in.a barber's chair. 


I wondered why it takes so long and 


soon found out. 


First, after you've stepped into the 


chair, the barber will lay you out paTal- 
led with the floor. 


Next, a steaming hot towel is applied 


to your face. It's supposed to soften your 
beard. And it does. The towel is wrapped 
around under your chin and covers your 
entire face, except for your nose and 
mouth, so you can breathe. 


In a few moments, another piping hot 


towel is applied and then the shaving 
cream is put on. 


FOLLOWING THIS, another hot towel 


is wrapped around your face and this is 
one of the most relaxing moments of the 
day. 


When it is unwrapped, you are ready 


to be shaved. 


Before he began, Don cautioned me not 


to laugh or talk while he was shaving me 
and added that he would be stretching 
my skin. 


Most men go through several facial 


contortions in the bathroom mirror each 
morning, before leaving for work, while 
shaving' those hard-to-get-at spots on 
their face. 


Carmen said shaving around the chin 


is the most difficult area, especially for 
men with jutting jaws or cleft chins. 


Another difficulty they run into, but 


claim they can handle, is persons with 
acne. "You just have to be more careful 
'when you're shaving one of them," said 
Don. 


DON SCRAPED MY face clean, from 


left to right, asking every now and then 
if the razor pulled. But it didn't. It was 
sharp. 


After this he rubbed a mentholated 


vanishing cream over my face and gent- 
ly massaged it. It felt good. He pulled 
and pushed .on my head and I felt like 
my. neck belonged""to 'a turtle' who 
couldn't decide -whether to crawl into bis, 
shell or stretch out and see what's going 
on. 


After this, he cleaned the skin and put 


on- a shaving lotion. 


It tingled, the way shaving lotion does, 


especially after a close one. But it 
smelled good and cooled the skin. 


The price of a shave has gone up, but 


it will make you feel just as good as it 
did 50 years ago, and perhaps better; 


Barbers now are using replaceable 


blades in their* straight razors. The aver- 
age blade life is two days. But they still 
use the old leather strap to sharpen it, 
which has a rough and a smooth side for 
honing the blade to a fine edge. 
. Thirty-five minutes later, the chair 
was raised and I was done. It was like 
coming out of a deep sleep. 


"Feel okay?" Don asked. 
"GREAT," I SAID, rubbing the back 


of my hand over my chin. 


"You can tell me if it pulled. I need 


the practice. Did it?" he asked again. 


"No, it feels, great. Closest shave I 


ever had," I said. 


And it was. 
A professional shave. It will make you 


feel good, if you're miserable. And put a

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CCPA Wins Bargaining Righ ts In City 


Des Plalne* City Council last night ap- 


proved an ordinance that will allow the 
city to recognize and bargain with the 
Cook County Police Association (CCPA). 


The ordinance was passed without de- 


bate after an amendment was added bar- 
ring recognition of unions whose leaders 
are convicted of crimes white Involved in 
labor activity. 


Aid. Joseph Szabo, 1st ward, cast the 


lone dissenting vote against both the 
amendment and the ordinance. 


The new law, which is the first of its 


kind in Illinois, according to city attor- 
ney Robert DlLeonardl, sets up a three- 
man labor relations board to mediate 
employe disputes and stake out the vari- 
ous groups of city workers who will be 
able to organize by majority vote and 
deal collectively with the city. 


Des Plalnes police patrolmen are ex- 


pected to vote for representation by the 
CCPA. 


The ordinance forbids strikes by city 


employes and cancels recognition of any 
employe union that advocates strikes or 
walkouts by municipal workers. It also 
provides for a ISOO fine for any person or 
organization that "knowingly Incites, agi- 
tates, influences, coerces or urges a city 
employe to strike." 


In other action, the aldermen began to 


draw the battle lines for a legal fight 
with the U.S. Post Office Department 
over location of a new post office for Des 
Plalnes 


On a motion by Aid. Ewald Swanson, 


8th Ward, the council voted to ask the 
zoning board of appeals to consider a 
change in the city code that would put 
post offices in the special use category. 


The move would force the Post Office 


Department to obtain city approval if it 
wants to build a new facility at the north- 
west corner of Oakton Street and Execu- 
tive Way, a site opposed by the city. 


The site, zoned commercial (C-2), 


could be used for a post office under the 
current city code. 


The city council, which has considered 


a suit to block location of the facility at 
Oakton and Executive Way, is pushing a 
site at the southeast corner of Lee Street 
and Forrest Avenue. DiLeonardi told the 
aldermen that putting post offices in the 
special use category would strengthen 
the city's position if a suit is filed. , 


The city has been unable to convince 


postal officials of the merits of the Lee- 
Forrest location, which would cost the 
post office $30,000 to. $40,000 more to ac- 
quire than the recently purchased Oak- 
ton-Executive property. 


The aldermen also voted to waive sec- 


ond reading and approved an ordinance 
appropriating $8,8S4 for sewer construc- 
tion in South Park, Marshall Drive, and 
Algonquin Road. The money will pay for 
larger storm sewers to help relieve flood- 
ing in the Marshal] Drive area

Board May Have Sports Complex Plans Made 


In a special public meeting of the Des 


Plaines Park District Board last night, 
board commissioners decided to vote at 
their regular meeting tonight on hiring 
an architect to draw up plans for a Des 
Plaines Sports Complex which would in- 


clude an artificial ice-rink. 


The decision was reached after the 


board listened to opinions from a group 
of 18 Des Plaines residents on whether a 
referendum for such a complex is fea- 
sible Other than including an ice rink, 


however, it was not decided what recrea- 
tional facilities would be included in the 
complex 
' 


According to Park Board President 


Ferdinand Arndt, the board has chosen 
two sites they think are most suitable for 
an ice rink. They are Lake Park and 
Blackhawk Park. "These two parks have 
the acreage for a rink, and parking facil- 
ities," Arndt said. "We are very con- 
cerned with having sufficient parking 
facilities for a rink or a complex " 


Members of the board 
expressed 


doubts that a referendum for an ice rink 
would be passed now "Everyone I've 
talked to is negative on voting for an ice- 
skating rink referendum," Arndt said. 
"People Just don't want to pay higher 
taxes." 


PETER CURTOISE, president of the 


Des Plaines Speed Skating Club, told the 


board he thinks that people of the com- 
munity would be very interested in an 
ice rmk "We have 39 kids from Des 
Plaines," Curtoise commented, "who 
went to the Park Ridge Ice Skating Rink 
at 5 30 in trie morning twice a week last 
winter to practice their speed skating 
But if not everyone is interested in just 
skating, let's have a community center 
for everyone to use. We do need a rink, 
though," he added. 


A Des Plaines mother who attended 


the meeting told the members that Des 
Plaines needs such a rink. "I don't think 
we have enough in Des Plaines to keep 
the kids sports-minded," she told them. 
"I think a rink is a wonderful thing for 
this town As it is, the kids who want to 
skate have to go to other cities to do it." 


According to Arndt, the indoor ice- 


skating rink alone would cost $700,000 


and the sports complex would cost at 
least $1 million. Arndt asked the group if 
they thought the taxpayers would be will- 
ing to pay the large sum. "There are 
only 18 people at this meeting Are these 
all the people who are interested in 
building a complex? How can we make 
the decision for such a large city?" 


Ed Schillmoeller, a Des Flames resi- 


dent answered Arndt, by saying, "We 
have swimming pools that we use ten 
weeks out of the year. They're not clos- 
ing. We have them and people use them. 


Why wouldn't people use an ice skat- 


ing rink during skating season, which 
is several months during the year9" 


BOARD COMMISSIONER Tom Mahon 


told the group their support would be 
needed if the referendum were to be 
passed. "We'll all have to do a selling 
job We must let the public know how 


much the rink would be used. Civic 
groups wilt have to publicize it. I think 
we can have a 12-month-a-year complex, 
if we"re sure it will be used, but we must 
sell the idea " 


Commissioner Kenneth Olson added 


that in order to pass the referendum, in- 
terested individuals would have to cam- 
paign with phone calls, postcards and by 
ringing doorbells. "We have to sell the 
idea to the public first, then have a refer- 
endum." 


After an hour's discussion, Arndt rec- 


ommended the idea of hiring an architect 
to draw plans of a sports complex. The 
recommendation will go to a regular 
board meeting tonight. 


"Then, we'll have a concrete plan to 


sell the public," Arndt said. "And if the 
board wants to hire an architect, they 
can make it official.

Firemen Encounter Problems 


The North 'Maine Fire Department 


Chief said yesterday his men encoun- 
tered several problems while fighting a 
blase all day Saturday at Jeco In- 
dustries, 1297 Redeker Rd., in unincorpo- 
rated Des Plaines. ' 


According to Dale Moore there are no 


water mains or fire hydrants within sev- 
eral hundred feet of Jeco Industries, 
which was destroyed by fire Saturday. 


Jeco is located on Redeker Road in an 


unincorporated area of Des Plaines 
along with seven other industrial plants 
and businesses. 


"TV closest hydrant," Moore said, "is 


on River and Golf. There are no water 
mains in the area but once we got 
hooked up to the hydrants we had no 
trouble. It's just that the supply of water 
and the spacing of the hydrants aren't 
good for fighting fires. It takes us longer 
to get the water on the fire." 


MOORE ALSO said Jeco had been in- 


spected by his department earlier this 
year and no major violations were found. 
"There is nothing we know of that would 
have caused the fire," Moore added. 
Jeco did not have a sprinkler system. 
The cause of the fire has not been deter- 
mined. 


Moore continued, "The fire was no dif- 


ferent from an ordinary fire — if there'is 
such a thing," he said. "There was no 
acceleration of the fire. It was really 
rolling when we got there but the fire 
didn't spread extraordinarily fast" 


The fire alarm originally came to the 


Des Plaines Fire Department shortly be- 
fore 12:30 p.m. Des Plaines then notified 
North Maine of the fire. According to one 
fireman on the scene the fire had been 
burning about a half hour before the call 
was sounded. Firemen remained at the 
building until shortly after 10 p.m. Satur- 
day. 


ASSISTING THE North Maine depart- 


ment were firemen from Des Plaines, 
Morton Grove, Miles, Skokie, Wicnetka 
and Forest River. Three of the M North 
Maine firemen on the scene were treated 
for smoke inhalatioa at Holy Family 
Hospital and released. 


"The firemen did a good job," Moore 


said. "There was a strong wind MowiBj 
in the direction of the Rand and River 
Auto garage. It's a big building and just 
four feet from the burning building. All 
the men, the men from other depart- 
ments as well as my men, did a good 
job. It was a very hot day and they all 
worked quite bard. I appreciate their 
work."

Teen Attends 4-Week Drug Seminar

It isn't just the teenagers who are tak- 


ing drugs. It's the adults too. We are liv- 
ing in a drug culture, according to a 17- 
year-old Des Plaines girl. 


"We live in a society where people feel 


that any problem or anxiety can be 
cured by taking a drink or tranquilizer," 
according to Ellen PizzDlo, 470 Galleon 
Way, -Dei Plaines, president of the Elk 
Grove High School senior class. 


Miss Pizzillo recently attended a four- 


week National Drug Education Training 
program at the University of Wisconsin, 
in Madison. This program, attended by 
98 educators, counselors, teachers and 
students from 13 states, was funded by a 


$3.5 million federal grant. 


The program's purpose, according to 


the designers of the four-week course, 
was to provide an authentic under- 
standing of the drug situation; to provide 
techniques for changing- behavior and at- 
titudes; to inform about drugs, drug edu- 
cation and resources, and to 'provide 
training for 'analyzing local drug situ- 
ations. 
' Miss Pizzillo said her own attitudes on 
drugs weren't changed by the program. 
Elk Grove High School has a drug prob- 
lem she said, and she had come into con- 
tact and knows people who use drugs. 
"I'm not afraid of drugs. They don't 
scare me," she said. 


She said she found the program "very 


worthwhile" because it was "not the 
same dull, old information about drugs." 


THE PROGRAM TOOK a unique stand 


on drugs. It neither condemned nor ap- 
proved of them. "They told the pros and 
the cons, and gave us the facts." 
' 


The two sides are that either drugs are 


all evil, or that we really don't know that 
much about them, she said. 


"Most drugs aren't harmful unless 


abused," she said. "A man can drink 
heavily and not be a drunk. He can use 
the drink. Another can drink heavily and 
abuse the drug by using it to escape real- 
ity."

And You 


Q. - IP IDECIDE to work for another 


year or two beyond my 65th birthday, 
must I wait until I stop work to be eli- 
gible for Medicare coverage? 


A. — No. .You become eligible for 


Medicare as soon as you become 65, 
But to make sure your full Medicare pro- 
tections begins the month you reach 65, 
whether you're retired or still working, 
you should check with your social secur- 
ity office 2 or 3 months before your 66th 
birthday. You can file your application at 
that time by phone using 262-8207. 


Q. - DOES MEDICARE'S medical in- 


surance help pay a doctor's bill only 
when I'm in a hospital? 


A. — No. Medicare insurance will help 


pay for the services of doctors no matter 
where they are received — hospital, of- 
fice, home or elsewhere. Other medical 
services for which medical insurance 
will help pay include certain diagnostic 
services; X-Ray or other radiation treat- 
ments; surgical dressings, splints, casts, 
braces, and the use of a wheelchair, hos- 
pital bed or similar equipment in your 
home. If you have questions about Medi- 
care coverage or need assistance in fil- 
ing a Medicare claim phone 282-8200. 


0. — IF I DON'T get my social secur- 


ity check on the 3rd of the month, what 
should I do? 


A. — If you have been getting your 


checks regularly and you know of no rea- 
son why the check should be late, notify 
your social security office after the sixth 
of the month. This allows time for you to 


get the check if it was delayed in the 
mail. If there might be another reason 
for the delay, such as a recent change in 
your address or other adjustments in 
your records, wait'about 2 weeks; then 
let your social security office know that 
you have not received your check. 


Q. — MY MOTHER IS unable to man- 


age her social security payments. What 
should I do? 


A. — Notify your social security office 


of your mother's condition. If, based on a 
medical report from her doctor or legal 
findings, she is unable to take care of her 
benefits, someone will be appointed to re- 
ceive and manage them for her. This 
person should be a close relative with 
whom your mother is living or someone 
who is genuinely interested in your moth- 
er's welfare and to make an accounting 
of the money received and spent. Ask 
your social security office for additional 
information. 


Q. - MY FATHER DIED on the last 


day of the month. Why must his last re- 
tirement check for that month be re- 
turned? 


A. — The check must be returned be- 


cause social security benefits end with 
the month of death. Although your father 
lived until the last day of the month no 
check is payable for that month. The op- 
posite is true when be first began to get 
benefits. Even though he reached retire- 
ment age on the last day of the month, 
he would have received a check for that 
entire month.

Arthritis: They Call It 


Everybody's Disease 


NEW YORK - Arthritis is called "Ev- 


erybody* disease" because nearly ev- 
eryone suffers from it sooner or later. 
According to Dr. William E. Reynolds, 
medical director of The Arthritis Foun- 
dation, M million Americana have some 
form of arthritis. 


"Those who have complaints sufficient 


to bring them to medical attention today 
number about 17 minion," Dr. Reynolds 
explained. In that group, five million suf- 
fer from rheumatoid arthritis, which can 
cripple and disable its victims. 


Mature women are particularly prone 


to rheumatoid arthritis. "It tends to 
come on in women more frequently than 
in men, perhaps three-tonne. Us onset is 
most common in women in their forties 
and fifties," said Dr. Reynolds. He point- 
ed out, however, that it can also occur in 
children of pre-scbool age. 


THE WORd ARTHRITIS literally 


means inflammation of a joint. But ft js 
used to cover 100 different conditions 
which cause aches and pains in both 
Joints and connective tissues throughout 
the body, not all of them necessarily in- 
volving inflammation. 


The most common form of arthritis is 


oeteoarthritis, a degenerative joint dis- 
ease. Everyone who lives long enough 
gets a touch of it sooner or later. "We 
are dealing Here with changes that are, 
in part, simply due to wear and tear as 
one gets older," said Dr. Reynolds. But 
one form of osteoarthritis is more com- 
monly found in women over forty. It is 
characterized by bony enlargements of 
the joints of the fingers and sometimes 
the toes. 


Two forms of arthritis attack .men 


more often than women. These are gouty 
arthritis and ankylosing spondylitis, a 
disease of the spine that occurs 10 tunes 
more frequently in men than women. 


"GOUT IS A DISEASE of long interest 


in history and often associated with what 
can be called high living and fatty 
foods," said Dr. Reynolds. The con- 
nection exists but it is not quite so direct. 
"Goat is due to a derangement of our 
ability to digest and handle certain types 
of fatty foods," said Dr. Reynolds. 


Ankylosing spondylitis, which often be- 


gins in the productive years of the 
thirties, frequently starts with a pain in ' 
the lower back and legs as an early 


symptom. This arthritis of the spine, Dr. 
Reynolds explained, can also involve the 
hips and shoulders and, less often, the 
bands and feet. 


Dr. Reynolds said that a warm, dry 


climate does offer relief for many 
patients suffering from arthritis. "On the 
other hand, other patients find little or 
no difference by simply changing their 
climatic surroundings. Most physicians 
would not urge a patient to go to unusual 
expense or inconvenience to make that 
change." 


HE SUGGESTS THAT arthritis 


patients seek early medical treatment, 
before irreversible damage to Joints 
takes place. For one thing, a medical 
diagnosis can pinpoint the form of arth- 
ritis. If it is gout, for example, it can be 
effectively controlled with treatment. If 
ft is rheumatoid arthritis, medication 
and a combination of rest and exercise 
— and occasionally surgery — wffi help 
to restore function and prevent progres- 
sive deformity.

The Way We See It 
Census 'Political' 


For years, politicians, news- 


papers and population analysts 
have been predicting that the sub- 
urbs would one day be the dwelling 
place for most Americans. 


This year, it appears as though 


that prediction has materialized. 


Final figures for the 1970 Federal 


Census are not yet known, but ear- 
ly figures show more Americans 
living in the suburbs this year than 
in the cities which they surround. 


This trend has been of particular 


interest to the political parties. In 
1970, it seems certain that the sub- 
urb* — especially in Illinois — will 
determine the outcome of major 
elections. 


The Northwest suburbs of Chi- 


cago provide an excellent example. 


Traditionally Republican, they 


have frequently been considered a 
lost cause by the Democratic Par- 
ty which has concentrated its Cook 
County efforts in Chicago. 


That isn't the case in 1970. 
Democratic candidates for two of 


the state's three contested offices 
this year have already waged vig- 
orous campaigns in the Northwest 
suburbs and plan to continue their 
suburban activities in the remain- 
ing months of the campaign. 


Prospectus 


Adlai E. Stevenson III, the par- 


ty's candidate for United States 
Senator, has been telling North- 
west suburban Democrats that 
they live "in the battleground of 
the 1970 elections." 


Stevenson has made a half-dozen 


visits to this area already, more 
than many Democrats have done 
in an entire campaign, and his run- 
ning-mate, Michael J. Bakalis, has 
already spent three full days cam- 
paigning just in the Northwest sub- 
urbs in his race for state superin- 
tendent of public instruction. 


Nothing could be greater recog- 


nition of the suburban voter than to 
have the candidates realize the im- 
portance of his vote. 


With this new importance there 


is a serious obligation for subur- 
banites too. 


For the political parties in the 


suburbs, there will be a need for a 
new responsiveness. 


The Republican Party, so suc- 


cessful in the suburbs, must re- 
member not to take that success 
for granted. With an influx of thou- 
sands of new voters every year, 
the party must continue to offer 
the best possible candidates and, if 
it is to continue its success, it must 


be on the merits of the party and 
not because of previous voting pat- 
terns. 


And the Democratic Party must 


finally realize that it will have to 
become strong in the suburbs if it 
is to survive. Reliance on the city 
for votes won't work if the popu- 
lation is moving to the suburbs. It 
will take a long, hard effort by the 
Democratic Party to move Itself 
into a position of strength in the 
suburbs. 


But the biggest challenge of all 


falls on the shoulders of the subur- 
ban electorate. If, as the trends in- 
dicate, the suburban voter is going 
to outnumber his city and rural 
counterpart, he has a very real ob- 
ligation to carefully and con- 
scientiously exercise his voting 
franchise. 


Voting records in the suburbs in 


recent years have not shown that 
he does accept the responsibility. 
Voter turnouts of well under SO per 
cent in some major elections have 
been the rule, rather than the ex- 
ception. 


The candidates already have rec- 


ognized the importance of the sub- 
urban voter. Now the voter himself 
must recognize both his impor- 
tance and his responsibility.

DCS Plaines Beat 
It's A Tourist Town!

Des Flames and tourists. 
When you say those two words to your- 


self, do they sound like they should be 
together? 


They should, historically and statisti- 


cally. 


Des Plaines has been a tourist stop 


since the Pottawatomies, Chippewas and 
Ottawas passed through on the way to 
their reservation beyond the Mississippi 
after the Black Hawk War of 1833. 


And ihost of those early settlers in the 


early days of Des Plaines history kept 
going West, towards different, if not bet- 
ter dreams. 


A MAJOR EVENT in the tourist his- 


tory of Des Plaines was the coming of 
the railroad hi the early 1850's. Many 
tourists passed through Des Flames on 
the way to Dunton (now Arlington 
Heights) and other points northwest. 


A good case could be presented by 


those who claim Des Plaines was made 
by the state highways that run through 
it: 45,12,14,72,62 and 58. 


Which leads to the statistical reason 


Des Plaines is a tourist place. These 
highways connect up with more than 235 
mites of highway in the Chicago Metro- 
politan area built since World War .II at 
a cost of $3 billion. 


With so many cars on the road, and 


more all the time (estimates are that 2.8 
minion cars will be on the roads in Metro 
Chicago by 1985), it stands to reason that 
many of these cars will end up here. 


Besides this, Des Plaines has an inter- 


esting, though noisy neighbor, that seems 
to disgorge tourists fairly regularly — 
the world's biggest airport, O'Hare, with 
more than 24 million passengers in and 
out, each year.

Just for a thaw, and two bits more on 
Saturday, If you can find a barber «hop 
that still does it. 


Many barber shops in the Northwest 


suburbs don't offer that service anymore 
because they rarely have a can for It. 


Hair styling for mm is the coming 


thing. 


One reason the old shave has dis- 


appeared from the demands made on 
barber shops is because they take too 
long. 


"I can give two haircuts in the time It 


takes to give one shave," said Don Mark- 
us, 27, of Sorrentuw's Barber Shop in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


But still, the smoothest, cleanest shave 


you'll ever get will be in a barber's 
chair. And what a shave it is! 


"ACl/TALLY, IT'S ONE of the most 


relaxing things you can do. It'll lift you 
up, when you feel down. And If you're 
suffering from a hangover, it's a sure 
cure," said Don. 


I can attest to that. Don shaved me 


tot week and it was the closest shave 
I've ever had. 


I didn't have a hangover, or even feel 


down in the dumps, but 1 felt better. 


No pull. No nubs. From cheek to chin 


my skin was smooth as a baby's behind, 


Barbers today don't get the demand 


lor giving shaves they used to get Fifty 
year* ago, farmers here would come to 
town on Saturday morning and head 
straight for the barber shop. They 
"•came not for a haircut, but for a shave. 


It was the only shave they got all 


CARMET 90RRENTINO, 29, owner of 


the shop, said he gets calls for shaves 
'only three or four times a year now. And 
he's been in the barberlng business for 
over 10 years. 


"We used to give IS to 20 shaves a day 


in barber college. Now we hardly give 
any. But we enjoy giving shaves If for no 
•other reason than it keeps us in practice. 
You can lose your touch If you don't do 
it for a long time," he said. 


The shave Don gave me didn't pull a 


bit, but 1 could hear the whiskers being 
lopped off, one by one, as he glided his 
straight rator over my face from ear to 
ear. 


There are stories about men having 


their faces cut and ears almost severed 


by barbers, but these yarns can be at- 
tributed mostly to careless amateurs. 


Carmen said the present owner of the 


Chicago Barber College, a fellow named 
Joe, holds the world's record for giving 
a fast shave. 


HE DID IT in II seconds. 
Don took his time. 
He took 35 minutes and I felt much 


safer. 


When he's in practice, he says he can 


do it in 15 to 20 minutes. 


The reason barbers can give cleaner 


shaves than men using conventional elec- 
tric or safety raiors is because they are 
aMe to stretch the facial skin and whack 
off the nubs closer to the surface. 


"I had one guy in here a week ago who 


stuck his head in the door and asked if 
we gave shaves. I told him we did and he 
said he'd be back after he had a few 
drinks. 


"Well, he came back loaded and I 


shaved him. But the fumes from his 
breath almost knocked me over," said 
Don. 


Most men don't have the time or mon- 


ey for a daily shave in a barber shop. 


BUT DON SAID you don't necessarily 


need a shave daily. He claims even 
someone with a heavy beard won't have 
to shave for a couple of days, after he's 
through with him. 


And I believe him. 
Shaving, Indeed, is a daily ritual. But 


at home, it Isn't nearly so relaxing or 
time consuming as in a barber's chair. 


I wondered why it takes so long and 


soon found out. 


First, after you've stepped into the 


chair, the barber will lay you out paral- 
led with the floor. 


Next, a steaming hot towel is applied 


to your face. It's supposed to soften your 
beard. And It does. The towel Is wrapped 
around under your chin <md covers your 
entire face, except for your nose and 
mouth, so you can breathe. 


In a few moments, another piping hot 


towel is applied and then the shaving 
cream la put on. 


FOLLOWING THIS, another hot towel 


is wrapped around your face and this is 
one of the most relaxing moments of the 
day. 


When it to unwrapped, you are ready 


to be shaved. 


Before he began, Don cautioned me not 


to laugh or talk while he was shaving me 
and added that he would be stretching 
my skin. 


Most men go through several facial 


contortions In the bathroom mirror each 


morning, before leaving for work, while 
shaving those hard-to-get-at spots on 
their face. 


Carmen said shaving around the chin 


is the most difficult area, especially for 
men with jutting jaws or cleft chins. 


Another difficulty they run into, but 


claim they can handle, is persons with 
acne. "You just have to be more careful 
when you're shaving one of them," said 
Don. 


DON SCRAPED MY face clean, from 


left to right, asking every now and then 
if the razor pulled. But it didn't. It was 
sharp, 


After this he rubbed a mentholated 


vanishing cream over my face and gent- 
ly massaged it. It felt good. He pulled 
and pushed on my head and I felt like 
my neck belonged to a turtle who 
couldn't decide whether to crawl into his 
shell or stretch out and see what's going 
on. 


After th's, he cleaned the skin and put 


on a shaving lotion. 


It tingled, the way shaving lotion does, 


especially after a close one. But it 
smelled good and cooled the akin. 


The price of a shave has gone up, but 


it will make you feel just as good as it 
did 50 years ago, and perhaps better. 


Barbers now are using replaceable 


blades in their straight razors. The aver- 
age blade life is two days. But they still 
use the old leather strap to sharpen it, 
which has a rough and a smooth side for 
honing the blade to a fine edge. 


Thirty-five minutes later, the chair 


was raised and I was done. It was like 
coming out of a deep sleep. 


"Feel okay?" Don asked. 
"GREAT," I SAID, rubbing the back 


of my hand over my chin. 


"You can tell me if it pulled. I need 


the practice. Did it?" he asked again. 


"No, it feels great. Closest shave I 


ever had," I said. 


And it was. 
A professional shave. It will make you 


feel good, If you're miserable. And put a 
swagger in your step, if you're feeling 
just so-so. 


They say it's good for a Friday night 


hangover, if you can get up early enough 
on Saturday morning. 


The shave and a haircut for two bits 


era is gone, but if you're looking for 
something new in relaxation, and have 
an extra $2.25 in your pocket, be good to 
yourself. 


It can't hurt, if you're man enough to 


try.

The question was posed a year ago: 


who can beat the McLarens? 


The answer last year was — nobody. 
The question is again being asked in 


1970 and the answer thus far has been 
the same as a year ago; but there are 
indications that the Canadian-American 
Challenge Cup series is ready for a 
change in that answer. And there are 
many in racing who feel that that 
changed answer may come on August 30 
at the Road America Can-Am in Elkhart 
Lake, Wis. 


Four races have been ran In the car- 


rent tl,0»,OM international series aid 
all four have been won by the pumpkin- 
orange cars of Team McLaren — the 
first two by American star Dan Carney, 
the last two by farmer World Driving 
Champion and Can-Am Champion Deals 
Hulme of New Zealand. Pins an assort- 
ment of high finishes, Moulding a second 
by new team member Peter Gethin of 
England in the last race run. 


But there is a month break between 


the fourth race and the next one to be 
held — and five weeks, indeed, before 
the RA Can-Am. And that month Will un- 
doubtedly be used to advantage by all 
contesting teams to prepare for the final 
two-thirds of the campaign. The Aug. 23 
Mid-Ohio race will give those teams a 
chance to see bow their work has fared 
— and provide them with additional time 
in the ensuing week before Elkhart Lake 
to make any necessary modifications.
